Anthropological  perspective  given  on  terrorist  attacks 

Professor  Sandstrom  stresses  the  need  for  improved  foreign  policy  in  United  States

"It's  a  terrifying  lime  lobe 
alive,"  began  prolessoi  Alan 
Sandslrom.  director  o(  IPfW's 
anthropology  program,  as  he 
led  oft  this  year^  Luncheon 
Lechjre  series  last  Wednesday. 

Sandslrom's  lecture  was 
cntilled  "An  Anthropological 
Perspective  on  September  lllh: 
Clasii  of  Civilizations."  The  lec- 
ture was  given  lo  an  ovcrflow- 
i  who  listened  raplly 


causes  behind  the  terrorist 
Sandslrom  went  on  lo  pro- 
anthropological  observations 
he  had  made  while  conducting 
lieldivork  in  Mexico. 

He  noted  that  a  tribe  of 
rulive  Indians,  who  had  lived 
in  Mexico  since  prehistoric 
times,  had  managed  lo  survive 
and  retain  a  cultural  identity, 
despite  the  fad  that  they  had 
t>een  dominated  by  Spaniards 
and  that  95  percent  of  their 
population  was  wiped  out  in 
the  TiTsl  ci^hl  lo  10  years  after 
they  were  mvaded. 

The  tribe  mointains  its 
identity  through  dress,  which  is 
actually  a  16th  centurj-  Spanish 
clothmg  style.  Sandslrom  relat- 
ed ttiis  story  as  an  example  of 
Ihe  power  and  tenacity  of  cul- 
tural identity,  whether  it  is 
legitimate  or  nol. 


Cultural  identities,  not 
international  borders,  consti- 
tute the  contemporary  dividers 
of  peoples,  according  to 
Sandslrom.  "Culture  is  always 
defined  in  opposition  lo  some- 
thing. It  is  constantly  being  cre- 
ated and  re-created.  Culture  is 
actively  and  cotwtanllv  crealed 
by  people  to  identify  Ihem- 
selves  and  defend  themselves." 
Sandslrom  explained. 

Sandslrom  then  offered 
three  divergent  lines  oi  anthro- 
pological thought  as  a  back- 
drop lo  his  exploration  of  the 
anthropological  issues  behind 
the  September  attack  last  year. 
He  continued  his  discussion 
with  a  brief  history  of  anthro- 
pology, ^vhich  was  founded  as 
a  fieltf  in  Ihe  19lh  cenlur)'. 

Contemporary  culhjre  as 
tve  know  it  ivas  born  in  France 
during  (he  Enlightenment  pen- 
od.  The  cultural  ideals,  then 
knoivn  as  'civilizocion,'  which 
sprang  from  that  period  would 
today  be  referred  to  as  global- 
ization, an  idea  obviously 
embraced  by  the  Uniled  Stales 
government,  beginning  with 
Reagan  and  Bush  and  their. 
"One  World  Onter." 

An  opposing  cultural 
view,  known  as  'Kultur'  was 
developed  m  response  in 
Germany,  which  today,  in  ils 
most  radical  form,  might 
equate  lo  fundamentalism. 

"Fundamentalism  is  a 
world-wide  movement,  not  just 
a  VS.  problem.  It  is  essentially 


anti-modernism,    anfi-global- 
ization,"  Sandstrom  said. 

Fundamentalism  has  been 
used  by  some,  who  are  tired  of 
iking  orders  and  being  told

establish  individuality. 

Osama  bin  Laden  is  an 
example  of  a  leader  whose  fol- 
lowers see  him  as  reluming 
Ihem  to  more  fundamental  reli- 
gious values,  hfe  is.  in  a  sense, 
giving  them  a  cultural  individ- 
uality, a  set  of  social  values  lo 
base  I  heir  behaviors  on. 

Bin  Laden  is  only  a  figure- 
head for  the  movemcnl,  identi- 
fied and  singled  out  by  the 
Uniled  States  govemmenl  as  a 
target-  Deslnaying  bin  Laden  is 
a  (utile  act  though,  according  to 
Sandslrom. 

"Go  ahead  and  pick  off 
individual  leaders.  There  will 
always  be  other  people  lo  lake 
their  places,"  he  added. 

Our  ignorance  of  the  sig- 
ruficance  of  these  cultural  iden- 
tities and  their  relevance  is 
slarting  to  cost  us.  Sandstrom 
offers  two  suggestions  for  the 
United  Slates  govemmenl  to 
help  alleviate  the  ever-looming 
terrorist  threat  which  hangs 
over  Ihe  head  of  Ihe  nation. 

•  First,  take  care  of  the 
immediate  threat  through  intel- 
ligence gathering,  security 
measures  and  working  to 
secure  our  present  well-being. 

■  Second,  the  Uniled 
Slates  needs  a  belter  foreign 
policy.  We  don't  focus  enough 


on  it.  Uniled  States  foreign  pol- 
icy IS  planned  around  each 
E residential  election  cycle,  in 
)ur  year  increments,  we  need 
lo  Ihink  in  terms  of  a  50-ycar 
foreign  policy  plan. 

According  lo  Sandslrom, 
we  musl  also  use  methods 
accumulated  by  applied 
anthropology  to  ease  economi- 
cally disadvantaged  nations 
into  gaining  economic  stability 
and  independence.  "We  share 
responsibility  for  (he  economic 
misery  of  Ihe  world," 
Sandslrom  said.  The  Uniled 
Slates  also  has  Ihe  inlelleclual 
and  economic  capacity  (o  alle- 
viate thai  misery. 

Sandstrom  believes  that 
educated   thinkers,  like   those 

come  up  wilh  altemalivcs  lo 
globali/alion  and  fundamental- 
ism and  work  an  Uniled  States 
foreign  policy  problems. 
Additionally.  he  warned 
against  America-bashing, 
despite  whatever  shortcomings 
Ihis  nation  may  have. 

"We  are  acting  like  a  world 

Eower.  like  many  throughout 
istory,  but  we  need  lobe  belter 
than  that.  We  are  belter  Ihan 
that,"  Sandstrom  concluded.
